by the Latin bishop. The interior of 
the church is most picturesque, for* 
there are only a few chairs provided 
for foicign visitors, while the bulk of 
the congregation-is made up of tire 
Bethleruite women in their blue dresses 
with red frontlets, \\earmg ..peaked- 
caps when married and flat caps cov- 
ered by white veils when single. 


As they enter the church they at first 


kneel down and then sit upon the 
.ground in.'true oriental fashion- "In 
the dimly lighted church," says, one 
who has seen,the service, "these squat- 
ting varicolored figures, with their 
beautiful faces lit up by fits and starts 
by flashes of the candles, intent on de- 
votion, seem like so many modern Ma- 
donnas come to celebrate the glory of 
the first Madonna." 


Precisely at midnight the pontifical 


high mass is celebrated, the figure of 
Christ is brought in a basket and de- 
posited upon the1 high altar, and the 
procession forms to accompany it to 
the crypt As the long, chanting pro- 
cession winds through the dimly light- 
ed church there is something weirdly 
solemn about the ceremony, and as the 
sacred image passes various acts of 
worship are performed by the devont 
attendants. On the procession moves 
through the rough hewn, dimly lit 
passages from the Latin church to the 
grotto of the Nativity. 


When the procession of richly robed 


ecclesiastics reaches the silver star set 
in the pavement the priests pause and 
stand in a group -about the basket,

>born of a virgin"), for ttrfs is the'lpot 
upon which tradition places the aiftual 
birth of Jesus. There the impressive 
narrative of the birth of Jesus as found 
in the gospels is slowly recited, and 
when the passage (Lnke ii, 7). "And 
she brought forth her firstborn Son and 
wrapped him in swaddling clothes and 
laid him in a manger, because there 
was no room for them in the inn.*' is 
read the figure is reverently picked up 
from the star and carried over to the 
opposite side of the grotto, where it is 
put into a rock cut manger.

LIBERTY LOVING FINNS. 


Hlmtory and Character of a People 


Long Oppressed. 


Whether or not the Finns gain abso- 


lute Independence, they will realize 
many benefits from the revolutionary 
movement in Russia. The czar has 
been compelled to grant them a num- 
ber of reforms, including restoration of 
their ancient diet and constitution, but 
a large party is said to favor nothing 
less than complete sepantion of the- 
duchy of Finland from the Russian em- 
pire. The Finns are a very, industrious 
people and much more intelligent than 
the masses of their neighbors the Rus- 
sians. The capital of Finland, Helsing- 
Cors, -which as a city of 100,000 people, 
has five times as many bookstores in 
proportion to population as St. Peters- 
burg. It is a well built city, and many 
of the business structures would do 
credit to New York or Chicago. The 
Finns are not dwellers in cities, as n 
rule, however. Tbey are mostly en-

gaged in agriculture and stock raising. 
Women often work la the fields with 
men. 


About a thousand years ago the an- 


cestors of the present Finns lived in 
the Volga region, but were driven 
northward and iu time became subject 
to Sweden. Wishing to Christianize 
them, the Swedes In Ilo7 sent to them 
Ilcnrik, the English born bishop of Up- 
sala, who began the work of their con- 
version, but was killed by adherents of 
the pagan beliefs and thus became Fin- 
land's patron saint nnd martyr. For 
nver 500 years Finland remained an 
appanrse of the Swedish crown, enjoy- 
ing autonomy and constitutional gov- 
ernment nnd dcveloplnsr a simple, sub- 
stantial type of civilization. Tben it 
came under the rule of tJie I{nssj;;u cm- 
Hire, and the attempt of the alien em- 
}>crors to den.ilionalize tlic Finns has 
met with steady and sometimes des- 
perate r'-sistnuco.

Panama Emergency Appropriation and 


ths Canal the Subjects of Prolonged 
Debate In the Senate — insurance 
Regulation Discussed in the Lower 
Branch—Proceedings of Congress. 


Washington, Dec. 15.—The caucus of 


the Republican members of the house 
of representatives decided to support a 
bill for the admission of Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory as one slate, to be 
called Oklahoma, and the admission of 
Arizona and New Mexico as one state, 
to be called Arizona. The caucus did 
not consider the question of prohibi- 
tion for the proposed state of Oklaho- 
ma and did not indorse any special 
statehood bill, confining itself to the 
sole question of admitting the four ter- 
ritories as two states. / v 


The Panama canal emergency appro- 


priation bill was discussed in the sen- 
ate. Mr. Allison, chairman 'Of 
the 


committee on appropriations, expressed 
the opinion that congress should take 
up the question of salaries in connec- 
tion with other canal legislation. He 
also said that the statin of the Panama 
railroad should be made the subject of 
legislation. Messrs Teller, Scott and 
Morgan expressed dissatisfaction with 
the conditions in Panama, but all indi- 
cated a determination to support sup- 
ply measures necessary to secure con- 
struction of the canal as at present un- 
dertaken. Mr. Teller advocated a saa- 
level canal; Mr. Scott spoke in support 
of the San Bias route as preferable to 
all others, and Mr. J.Iorgan expressed 
the opinion that • before the Panama 
canal is completed another canal will 
he necessary to do the business re- 
quired. A separate bill regulating the 
issuance of bonds for the canal and 
placing them on the same basis as 
other government bonds was passed 
without debate. 


Debate on the recommendation in 


the president's annual message regard- 
ing insurance regulation occupied the 
house again without a conclusion. The 
pending resolution refers the question 
to the ways and means committee, and 
in its defense Mr. Payne, chairman, 
made the argument that the only way 
congress could control insurance was 
through the taxing puwer. To this 
many objections were made. Members 
said congress could not afford to take 
the position that ths only way it could 
control insurance was through taking 
it;' that it should resolutely pursue 
other methods of control until some 
effective way -was found. 


Representative Bennett has a. bill 


to cut down- the

The bill reduces the entire num- 
ber of representatives from 380 to 351. 
The several states would have their 
delegations reduced as follows: Ala- 
bama, from 9 to 5; Arkansas, from 7 
to 5; Florida, from 3 to 2; Gecrgia, 
from 11 td G; Louisiana, from 7 to •!; 
Mississippi, from 8 to 3:. North Caio- 
lina, fr*m 10 to 7; South Carolina, 
from 7 to 3', Tennessee, from 10 to 8; 
Texas, from 1C to 13; Virginia, from 
10 to 7.

St. Petersburg. Dec. 1 1 — The situa- 


tion in the Baltic district is grow in? 
worse. A correspondent, who visited 
Riga, reports. 


"The L-JtN, who constitute a ma- 


jority of the population of Livonia, 
control the situation there. The peas- 
ants around Rica are burning estates 
and murdering land owners. The Ger- 
mans of Riga expect a 'St. Bartholo- 
mew's night,' and it is evident that the 
Letts are preparing for a wholesale 
slaughter. The central part of Riga 
can be protected at the bridges if the 
army is true. In each block one house 
has been prepared as a fortress in 
which to shelter the Germans when 
the massacre starts. Besides this the 
householders have established various 
refuges. 
Murders are committed in 


broad daylight, mostly for reveng?, and 
the police are afraid to interfeie The 
governor general does not dare com- 
mand the t'-noDS. not knowing whether 
they v in u 
rders." 


The go\Lin.i."nt is sending several 


columns of troops to the Baltic prov- 
inces of Esthonia and Courland and to 
Riga. In response to appeals from the 
German Pmbnssy demanding the pro- 
tection of German subjects, tli° gov- 
ernment hds replied that ample troops 
were now on the way to insure the 
protection of all foreigners. 


The czar is standing firmly by Pre- 


mier Witte. The attempt of the influ- 
ential reactionaries to effect Count 
Witte's downfall has failed. 


The council of workmen has issued 


the following address: "We extend our 
most sincere sympathy to our broth- 
ers, the soldiers and sailors at Sebas- 
topol and elsewhere, whose blood has 
been united with OUTS in the common' 
cause. We call upon the proletaria to 
work with redoubled energy tor an 
armed revolt which will liberate the 
people." 


M. Menshikoff, the well-known writ- 


er, who is in close touch with the 
court, is out with a strong article de- 
manding the inauguration of an ag- 
gressive fight against the revolution 
before it is too late.

Anarchy and sus- 
pense are du-5 to the inaction of the 
government, which perniito the enemy 
to arm and to make his dispositions 
and choose the moment for giving bat- 
tle. Such tact'cs will no ir.ire -..in in 
Russia than they did in Manchuria."

The prosectuion was represented 
by Attorney Doty of the Anti-Saloon 
League, while the defense was repre- 
sented by Attorney Phil Smythe in 
all the -Cases except that of Dr. Garir- 
son, in which Daugherty served.

Granville, O., Dec. 15—The cement 


foundations for the two 
mammoth 


engines to be installed at the Lima 
pumping station, just south of 
the 


village, have been completed. The 
engines were shipped from Eaton, 
Ind., this week, and will probably ar- 
rive here next week. The 
engines 


are of the large cross compound class 
with compressors attached. In order 
to give some idea of their mammoth 
proportions it is only necessary to 
state that the low pressure cylinders 
will be 40x60 inches and the 
high 


pressure cylinders 24x60 inches, with 
a fly wheel twenty feet'in diameter, 
weighing eighteen tons. The shaft Is 
fifteen inches in diameter 
and is 


twelve feet in length. Ten large cars 
are required to transport this ma- 
chinery. The heaviest parts will be 
taken to the gravel pit to be unloaded 
as it is feared the Lancaster bridge 
is not strong enough to bear up the 
heavy weight. It will require special 
trucks to haul these heavy engines. 
When the engines were moved from 
Baton to the railroad station it re- 
quired two traction engines and six- 
teen teams of horses' to pull parts of 
it. The boilers have all been tested 
and are now ready to pipe the gas un- 
der them. 
Superintendent 
H. H. 


Montford is crowding his work here 
in order to be in shape when the mon- 
ster engines arrive. 


The Columbus Natural 
Gas com- 


pany drilled in the No. 1 well on the 
Henrietta Belt .farm, 
three miles 


southeast of Granville in Union town- 
ship, last Friday. 
The well came in 


for about 1,500,000 feet, but after it. 
had been shot the flow increased to 
3,000,000 feet. Where this well was 
drilled it may properly be called wild 
cat territory, 
as it is fully half 
a 


mile from any other well. This shows 
that there is gas and plenty of it, both 
east and north of any ot the other 
wells in the Union township field, as 
it is located further north and further 
east than any of (hem. 
Where -the 


rig and'string of tools will be taken 
has not yet been officially determined. 
It is said, however, that a test well 
will be put down on the Infirmary 
farm, adjoining the Belt farm on the 
west. 
This is the nearest well to 


Granville and the drillers are gradu- 
ally' working towards Granville and 
east of Granville. A number of the 
companies have put down a test well 
west of the Granby well, which came 
in dry last spring, about a quarter of 
a mile west of the Lancaster road. 
They seem to be testing the territory 
north, south and east of the Union 
township field. With one exception 
the wells have all been good. There 
are only two dry holes in this field, 
out of 52 wells, which 
certainly 


speaks well for the territory. 


The Heisey well No. 3, on the I. N. 


White farm, in Union township, is ex- 
pected to be drilled in this week. The 
other two wells are good'producers 
and it is hoped that this oae will 
prove equally as good. 


A iiew company called the -Wayne 


Oil and Gas company is taking leases 
southwest of Fredericktown. 
It 
is 


composed of farm owners in that sec- 
tion, and each man who leases to the 
company becomes a stockholder. 


While one of the Utica company 


wells now being drilled on the Georeg 
Sperry farm required only 25 feet of 
drive pipe to reach bed rock, the oth- 
er, 2000 feet west, took 140 feet. The 
first Sperry well, perhaps 2000 feet 
still further west, required 300 odd 
feet. 


George Lang was able to be out 


last Saturday after being laid up as a. 
result of burns sustained at a well a 
week before. A coupling on a high 
pressure line gave way and the escap- 
ing gas ignited and pretty nearly 
blew George off the earth. His face 
was fearfully burned. 


Lee Ogden has completed a rig and 


Stratton will drill a wild cat well in 
the northwestern corner of Ashland 
county near New London, for Emery 
of Bradford, Pa. 


Pearsall is at present cleaning out 


the original Stinson well for the Cen- 
tral Ohio. "When that is cone he ^vill 
clean one on the land of the Robinson 
children west of Brandon.
